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The Mail Vote Starts In April 


HORTLY before April 1 ballots will be mailed 

to all members of the National Conference of 
Social Work who are eligible to vote or may be- 
come eligible before the New Orleans meeting. 

Section 8 of the By-Laws provides that: “Any 
person may vote at any annual meeting of the 
National Conference of Social Work, provided (1) 
that he is a member in good standing at the time 
of such meeting, and (2) that he was a member 
in good standing at the last preceding annual meet- 
ing. However, if he was not in good standing at 
the time of such meeting by reason of non-pay- 
ment of dues, then subsequent payment of such 
dues shall satisfy the requirements of this sub- 
section. (The interpretation of the last sentence 
by the Election Committee held that it applies 
only to persons having a record of previous mem- 
bership. It does not permit one who never has 
been a member until this year to acquire the vot- 
ing privilege by paying last year’s fee.) 

“Any institutional member, or any institution 
which is a contributing member as defined in 
Article I of these By-Laws, may cast its vote at any 
annual meeting of the Conference by designating 
any member of its board or staff who shall appear 
personally to cast the said ballot.” 

Ballots may be returned in either of two ways— 
by mail to the Conference office in Columbus, 
provided they are received in the office by May 1, 
or they may be deposited at a specified polling 
place in Conference headquarters in New Orleans 
before the polls close, Tuesday, May 12, at 5:00 
p.m. According to the By-Laws, “Ballots returned 
by mail must be signed by the voter and shall be 
discarded as invalid if received without such sig- 
nature. A majority vote determines the winner 
of the election.

Between the annual meetings of 1942 
and 1943 a committee representing the Time and 
Place Committee will visit each such acceptable 
city for further compilation of information and 
will make a factual report on each city to the 
Time and Place Committee in 1943, at which time 
a definite recommendation of a single city will be 
made at the annual meeting. Any city interested 
should communicate with the Conference office 
for complete details.

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WHO ATTENDS THE MEETINGS? 


ELIEVING that the Conference membership 
is always interested in any studies or analyses 
that are helpful in planning the annual meeting 
or that are pertinent to the welfare of the Confer- 
ence, the following table showing the attendance 
at meetings during the Atlantic City annual meet- 
ing is published. For a number of years the record 
of attendance at all meetings has been kept largely 
as a guide to the administrative staff in the assign- 
ment of meeting places and to the Program Com- 
mittee in building programs. 
At Atlantic City the attendance was taken ap- 


proximately halfway through the meeting periog 
by a person who is expert in handling crowds and 
estimating attendance. In each case he had with 
him the total seating capacity of each room when 
he was either counting or making an estimate of 
the attendance. It is true that perhaps earlier jp 
the meeting there might have been fewer people 
and later in the meeting more people but the figure 
given is as near an average and the real facts in 
the case as it is possible to secure without making 
an actual count of all people going in and out of a 
meeting for the entire meeting period.

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While the total registration at the annual meet- 
ing in Atlantic City was in excess of 7,000 it was 
q shifting attendance to a larger degree than usual. 
In all probability not more than 5,000 people were 
in Atlantic City at any given time and that prob- 
ably on Tuesday of Conference week. Assuming 
these premises which we believe are sound the fig- 
ures show that a great majority of those actually 
in attendance at the Conference on each day went 
to some meetings. A glance around Conference 
headquarters would account for a great majority 
of the others who were using the Consultation 
Service. Truly this is a working Conference. 


It is also interesting to note the number of 
meetings where the attendance was not too large 


to permit worthwhile discussion from the floor 
when the chairman had planned for it or desired 
it. So frequently the criticism is made that the 
meetings are altogether too large for such discus- 
sion. Here are the facts. 


While it is impossible because of space limita- 
tions to publish the details for all of the Associate 
and Special Group meetings held during the after- 
noons, the totals given in the summary of attend- 
ance at meetings by the meeting period show that 
these meetings are fully as well attended as the 
Section meetings. It would be interesting if fig- 
ures were available to compare these with the 
attendance figures of other similar professional 
conferences.

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TREASURER’S STATEMENT 


E are submitting herewith the financial state- 
ment for the fiscal year, January 1-December 
31, 1941. Seven statements are submitted. 


Statement No. 1 is a recapitulation showing 
total assets and liabilities as ot December 31, 1941 
and the summary of estimates tor 1942. The 
total income tor the year is $61,384.42. The total 
expenditures, including an estimate of $5,033.01 for 
the 1y41 Proceedings bill which has not yet been 
received, are $60,560.95, leaving a surplus of 
$1,023.47, as compared with the deficit of $317.15 
a year ago. We have a cash balance in the bank 
ot $6,031.48 as compared with $4,166.75 a year ago. 


The following statements give in detail the facts 
summarized in the recapitulation. Statement No. 
2 shows all cash receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year. All bills other than that for the Pro- 
ceedings referred to above have been paid. State- 
ment No. 3 shows the budget adopted for 1941 and 
the actual experience for the past year. 


Statement No. 4 shows total receipts and expen- 
ditures of the annual meeting account and State- 
ment No. 5 the budget adopted for the 1941 annual 
meeting and the actual experience for that year. 

The estimates for 1942 show total estimated 
income of $53,100 and total extimated expenditures 
of $50,730. In making our estimates, shown for 
comparative purposes on Statements 3 and 5, we 
have been conscious of the fact that we are oper- 
ating in a time of national crisis and that it is 
extremely difficult to foretell what effect this will 


have upon the Conference and its finances. Dur- _ 


ing the past year we have had one resignation 
from the staff and one member, Captain Camp, is 
on indefinite leave of absence while serving in the 
army. These positions have not been refilled nor 
has provision been made in the new budget for 
replacements. We have also recognized the fact 
that in all probability the attendance at New 
Orleans will not be as large as at Atlantic City a 
year ago and have based our estimates on a regis- 
tration of 5,000 which is some 2,400 less than the 
actual registration at Atlantic City. 

We close the year with 5,751 paid members in 
all classifications and 60 delinquents being carried 
on the active files. While our membership income 
did not reach the figures we anticipated the income 
from attendance fees exceeded our estimates and 
in part made up for the loss in membership in- 
come. 

As our local area committees become organized 
across the country we believe that the member- 
ship promotion work as other phases of member- 
ship participation will become more effective. At 
the present time there are 39 organized areas in- 
cluding practically the entire south.

N Sunday evening, May 10, the National Con- 

ference of Social Work will assemble for its 
sixty-ninth annual meeting in the Municipal Au- 
ditorium in New Orleans, Louisiana. A number 
ot the Associate Groups will already have been in 
session for several days. Conference headquar- 
ters will have opened on the Friday preceding. 
You will want to be there. 

The Program Committee of the Conference, 
which includes the chairmen of all Sections and 
Special Committees, and the program committees 
or the various Associate and Special Groups have 
been at work on program plans for months. At 
the recent program conference held in New York 
reports were received from the Sections and Spe- 
cial Committees and all but a very few of the 
Associate and Special Groups. The program on 
the whole is farther advanced than was the case 
a year ago. 

While the detailed topics and speakers for the 
program cannot be announced until the April Bul- 
jetin, it can be said that due consideration is being 
given to the special problems created by the na- 
tional defense program and the place that social 
work will or ought to have in that program. At 
the same time proper weight is being given to 
current problems in the home communities. Cer- 
tain programs are not being planned definitely at 
this time in order to give an opportunity for the 
presentation of last-minute developments as they 
may occur. All in all it promises to be the strong- 
est program that has been presented for years. 
Full details will be published in the April Bulletin. 

In the meantime arrangements are going for- 
ward steadily in New Orleans. The local group 
responsible for arrangements is already organized 
and everything has been done that could be done 
up to the moment. Original plans have had to be 
revised twice. Early last fall the army found it 
necessary to rent certain space in the Municipal 
Auditorium which used five of our good meeting 
halls and about one-third of the space originally 
counted on for exhibits and headquarters. Ad- 
justments were made at that time by placing some 
of the meetings in the hotels. Within the last two 
weeks the army has taken over all of the Municipal 
Auditorium with the single exception of one large 
hall and one or two small meeting rooms. It has 
therefore been necessary to arrange to have head- 
quarters, including the exhibits, at the Roosevelt 
Hotel and to reassign many of the meetings that 
had formerly been assigned to meeting halls in 
the Auditorium and in the Roosevelt Hotel. For- 
tunately, this has been accomplished. While it 
will not be quite so convenient as it would have 
been had the great majority of meetings been held 
in the Auditorium, the set-up is not bad and the 
meetings rooms are within a fairly reasonable 
distance of each other.

Area Committees 


N the last issue of the Bulletin the plan for area 

committees of the National Conference of Socia] 
Work was described in some detail. Although the 
work of developing these committees has not pro- 
ceeded as rapidly as we might wish because of 
reduced staff due to war conditions, nevertheless 
some steady progress has been made. It is with 
pleasure that we publish the personnel of these 
area committees as now organized. It is our pur- 
pose hereafter in each issue of the January bul- 
tetin to publish a similar list so that members of 
the Conterence and social workers interested jn 
the Conference may know the personnel in their 
area to whom suggestions regarding the Confer. 
ence may be sent tor transmission to the Confer. 
ence office. 

The validity of this plan of organization has 
been more than proven during the current Confer- 
ence year. Program suggestions received from the 
field were both more extensive and of finer quality 
than in any previous year. The membership work 
has been going steadily although perhaps not as 
rapidly as we might hope. Suggestions for per- 
sonnel for the consideration of the Committee on 
Nominations are now coming into the office and 
again show much more careful thought by our 
members in local areas than was the case a year 
ago. When the steering committee of the Commit- 
tee on Nominations meets early in March to pre- 
pare a tentative slate in all probability it will have 
more than five hundred suggestions from the field 
as the basis for its work. This is sound democrat- 
ic procedure. 

New area committees will be organized as staff 
time will permit or as a desire to organize on this 
basis is expressed by the Conference leadership 
in any given area. 


in steadily since early last summer. Up to and 
including January 22 there were more than a 
thousand advance hotel reservations, which com- 
pares favorably with the figures a year ago. Peo- 
ple who are planning definitely to go to New 
Orleans but who have not yet made their reser- 
vations should do so at once. It can be seen from 
the schedule published elsewhere in the Bulletin 
that relatively few single rooms are now available 
in the hotels. Accommodations, however, can be 
arranged in first-class private homes. It will be 
especially important this year to have your reser- 
vation for accommodations secured in advance of 
arrival. Those who are planning to come by train 
should also book their round-trip transportation 
and Pullman reservations before leaving home. 
This will not only save some money but will assure 
you of a Pullman reservation which may not be 
available on short notice. 

There is every indication that this meeting of 
the Conference will be one of the most significant 
in its history.
